Chairman Depke has indicated 
he favors one and even Guy 
Grinnell has indicated he would 
be in favor and has proposed a 
budget of some §30,000 for : the 
office. 

This is considerably more than 
we envisioned when. we first sug- 
gested such a post to the county 
board. 

The suggestion was not. made 
without some self-inlercsl at the 
time, but ils only result was the 
creation of a Public Relations 
Committee on the board. . 

. Such a, position would not neces- 
sarily be a whitewash operation 
or a propaganda mill for the ad- 
ministration, although there is 
this danger. 

Ideally, it ' would provide? all 
news medio with features on Lake 
County in general as well as the 
county government,: provide study 
materials for county schools relat- 
ing the county government to 
state and national government 
and to township and village or 
city government. 

As an information center such 
an office could render invaluable 
service in attracting ne\v industry 
to the county and presenting hte 
county in a good Hghf to people 
throughout the state. 

. It might even manage - to ac- 
quaint Springfield with Lake 
County -and secure some state 
benefits for this area, such as a 
new four year college.

regarding signals. - 
• it is true, that reaction time 
slows down with age. If' you arc 
an older driver, accept this fact— 
and lis implications,' says the mo- 
tor club. Keep a safe distance 
between yourself and the cor 
ahead, so that you don't depend 
on sudden braking. 

Don't be too , proud to avoid 
peak hours and heavy city traffic 
or night driving if you feel unsafe 
or insecure about it.
